Yesterday was the beginning of the third 
week of the trial of Captain Charles N. 
Sparks, of the ship Gatherer, at San Fran­ 
cisco, on indictments containing seme forty 
counts charging him with cruelty to the 
crew of that vessel. 
Thomas Smith testified : Was last first 
mate of the ship Gatherer. 
Joined her at 
Wilmington, on the 20th of last January. 
Succeeded Mr. W atts as first officer. 
Re­ 
mained on the vessel until we arrived at 
the seawall in this harbor. 
Eight or ten 
men were on board when I joined. 
Think 
the men had plenty of food, as there was 
an abundance on board. Heard the Captain 
tell the steward to give the men plenty to 
eat. 
There were some on board who were 
not members of the crew. 
No difference 
was made in the food between the men. 
The 
steward 
fell 
down 
the 
after 
hatch. 
The Captain was in bed. 
I took 
men down below and we brought him on 
deck. 
He walked when he came on deck. 
Two hours afterward he packed up his 
things and went ashore. 
Jo Brown, colored, testified 
The first 
mate struck me. 
The Captain saw my 
face covered all over with blood, and told 
me to go to h—1. 
He did not say any­ 
thing to the mate. 
This happened forty 
days after leaving Antwerp. 
Don’t know 
the time iu the day thia happened. 
Ti ink 
it was very near 12 o’clcck. 
Was in the 
first mate’s watch all the voyage. 
The 
third mate, Driscoll, was close to me at 
the time. 
W as struck on the poop deck. 
W as hoisting the topgallant-sail. The sec­ 
ond mate was below. 
The witness stated 
who were hauling on the rope with him, 
viz.: the mate, third mate, Olman and 
Mills. 
The mate struek m e; made hleod 
come all over me, and the Captain came up 
and told me to go to h—1. 
Never talked 
this m atter over with the officers and crew. 
Was on Alcatraz island with the other 
men, but did not tell any of them what 
the Captain said. 
Told that gentleman 
(pointing to United States Attorney Teare) 
of the circumstances a few days ago. Mnl- 
doon was at the wheel. 
Yes, his name is 
M kCue, but we called him Muldoon. Don’t 
know that he was not allowed to take his 
trick atthe wheel. W as struck afterllansen 
fell overboard. 
Did not speak to the Cap­ 
tain when he made the remark. 
The mate 
spoke to the Captain. 
Did not hear w hat 
was said. 
The Captain may have spoken 
to the mate, but I did cot hear him. 
The 
Captain was twelve or fifteen feet distant, 
behind the wheel house. 
Can’t tell how 
far distant the Captain was from the man at 
the wheel. 
Nobody told me to tell thia 
story here. 
T hat was tho only time I was 
struck, and the only time I heard the Cap­ 
tain use those words. 
Was then struck 
two times in the face. 
He knocked me 
down. 
A fter being struck the mate or­ 
dered mo to get a bucket ot water and 
wash the blood off tho deck.

Washington rumors are to the effect that 
the Southern Republicans are very much 
dissatisfied with their treatment by the 
Administration. 
It seems that they ex­ 
pected] representation in the Cabinet, but 
it is said that Mahone advised the Presi­ 
dent not to put a Southern man in office 
there, for the reason that he wished to con' 
trol the Southern appointments himself. 
Before we undertake to sympathize with 
the dissatisfied Southern Republicans we 
should like to know precisely who they are. 
It is the more necessary to use caution in 
this connection because hitherto the South­ 
ern Republicans who have come most 
prominently to the front have belonged to 
a class of political adventurers of a kind 
calculated to bring no credit to any party. 
It may be thought that if the men now ex­ 
pressing their discontentment are not in 
alliance with Mahone, the presumption in 
their favor ought to be tolerably strong, 
but unfortunately the South has not yet 
produced a line of Republican politicians 
any of whom could be accepted in the ab­ 
sence of credentials without incurring a 
considerable risk. 
Indeed the Republican 
policy at the South has always been the 
worst part of the party’s record, and even 
when all the embarrassments of the situa­ 
tion have been duly recognized it remains 
true that the plan adopted most recently 
for securing the Southern States cannot be 
defended. When the Northern Republican 
managers took up Mahone and indorsed 
his shameless demagogism and dishonesty, 
they inflicted a grave injury upon the 
credit of the party. 
Nor is it possible to 
believe that the Mahone methods can ever 
produce salutary results. 
Of the new 
Southern policy we must say, with Ham­ 
let, “ It is not, and it cannot come to, 
good.” 
That plan appears to consist in securing 
majorities in Southern State; by putting 
up repudiation programmes, and deluding 
the ignorant negroes into following them. 
This is the method by which Virginia was 
captured, and it is a most disreputable 
method. 
The indorsement of open dis­ 
honesty and swindling by the Republican 
party wa; nothing less than a crime 
against the organization, and it was, more­ 
over, one of those crimes which are cer­ 
tain to entail their own penalties. 
The 
real policy of the party should have been 
to elevate instead of debasing the negro 
voter, and to discourage instead of fostering 
the demagogism which has run rampant 
at the South evSr since the close of the 
war. 
The plan actually adopted is a pain 
ful and revolting reminder of the old 
“ carpet-bag” methods, and it is calculated 
to have the worse effect because it tends to 
produce the impression that the “ managers” 
of that evil period have once more been 
permitted to control the conduct of the 
organization. 
And if up to the present 
time the legitimate consequences of this 
immoral programme have not appeared, 
it is only became the Democrats have 
shown themselves unable to take advantage 
of even the worst blunders of their oppo­ 
nents. 
They have adhered with characteristic 
tenacity to their old foibles and vices, and 
whenever it seemed unavoidable that the 
voters who held the balance of power 
must abandon the Republicans, the Demo­ 
crats have made haste to commit some folly 
which has shown the impossibility of put­ 
ting any confidence in them. 
But it must 
be realized that when the dominance of a 
party has come to depend more upon the 
follies of ita opponents than upon its own 
merits, it is in a bad way, and it is quite 
certain that it mu3t at no distant date 
meet with a reverse unless it can reform 
itself. 
Because the Democrats have here­ 
tofore saved their antagonists by demon­ 
strating their own unfitness at the critical 
junctures, it does not follow that they will 
continue to do this. 
Nor does it follow 
that the voters who are more and more 
dissatisfied with the Republican policy at 
the South will continue to prefer their rule 
to that of the Democrats, even though the 
latter may be untrustworthy. The most dis­ 
couraging feature of the Republican South­ 
ern policy consists in the shameless cynic­ 
ism which it exhibits. 
It cannot be 
doubted that when political leaders are 
willing to sanction repudiation for the sake 
of votes, they must have ceased to be 
guided by principles. 
The Democracy 
never did anything much worse than this 
Mahone business, in fact, and this is what 
many of the stanchest Northern Repub­ 
licans think and believe. 
Now when the self respecting voters of a 
party once feel that its honor has been 
smirched by its leaders ; when they see 
that a man like Mahone is allowed virtu­ 
ally to dictate the Southern policy of the 
Republican party; when they perceive 
that in order to capture the Southern 
States Congressmen and Senators who af­ 
fect to be honest and upright are ready 
to pander to the lowest and meanest dem­ 
agogues in the country ; it is always possi­ 
ble that they may refuse to submit to these 
indignities, and that the “ bogy ” of a Demo­ 
cratic Administration may cease to possess 
any terrors for them. 
And this is pre­ 
cisely the danger to which the new South­ 
ern policy is exposing the Republican party 
to-day. 
There are tens of thousands of 
clear-sighted and honorable men who have 
from the first denounced and reprobated 
the infamous Mahone bargain, and who 
have felt more and more doubtful whether 
they could afford longer to affiliate with 
a party whose leaders were capable of such 
a shameful thing. 
We are convinced that 
nothing bnt the fear of a worse evil has 
thus far prevented these voters from bolt- 
ting the party, but, as we have before ob­ 
served, that fear may not prove sufficient 
to hold them much longer. 
The truth is 
that the “ machine” management of the 
South has been vile and ignoble from be­ 
ginning to end, and that unless it is rad­ 
ically amended before long it will lead to 
an explosion which may astonish the venal 
and greedy politicians who now think they 
have the game altogether in their own 
hands.

Since the loss of the Jeannette has been 
known, all kinds of curious information has 
been slow ly coming to the surface, tending 
to show that the vessel was altogether unfit 
for the work to which she was put. 
Mel­ 
ville’s letter to his wife, in which he pre­ 
dicted the failure of the expedition and the 
abandonment of the ship, seems to have 
started this stream of reminiscence, and 
now it is gravely recalled that tha Naval 
Board which refitted the Jeannette, in their 
report stating what they had done to her, 
declared their opinion that she was not 
fitted for her work. 
This report, dated 
June 26, 1879, contained the following: 
“ For an extended cruise in the Arctic re- 
“ gions it was not possible, in onr opinion, 
“ to make her particularly adapted for 
“ such service.” It is also now being ob' 
served that the Jeannette had previously 
been examined by an Arctic explorer of ex­ 
perience, and that he hid rejected her as not 
strong enough. 
All this comes out when 


it can be of no other use than to show bow- 
little practical judgment had to do with 
the preparation of the unfortunate expedi- : 
tion which, it can no longer be doubted, 
has cost the lives of Lieutenant de Long 
and at least twelve of his companions, and | 
quite possibly has involved the loss of two- 
thirds of the crew. 
In the first place a 
vessel far too weak for the service was pur­ 
chased. 
Then she was patched up. Tnen 
she was sent off with a erazy hurrah, as 
if mere enthusiasm 
and good wishes 
could strengthen 
her timbers, 
or di­ 
minish the pressure of the Arctic ice 
floes. 
It is easy enough to comprehend 
now that such a vessel ought not to have 
been allowed to go upon so dangerous an 
expedition ; that every consideration of 
common sense was against her employ­ 
ment. But neither Mr. Bennett, his agents, 
nor the navy department, went deeply 
enough into the case to ascertain the ex­ 
tent cf the danger that was being en­ 
countered, and though some of the officers 
of the expedition evidently understood the 
situation thoroughly, they, too, preferred 
to keep their lips closed, and to take these 
desperate chances. 
We have in the fail­ 
ure of the expedition another illustration 
of what must always be expected when in­ 
adequate agencies are employed. 
This ex­ 
pedition was fatally handicapped by a 
vessel which was virtually wrecked before 
it had keen three months out of harbor, 
and to keep which afloat the men had to 
stick to the pumps for a year and a half. 
Had the vessel chosen been stouter, or had 
a proper vessel been built for the expedi­ 
tion expressly, it is almost certain that it 
would have had a far more fortunate ter­ 
mination, and that it would not have re­ 
sulted in a mere squandering of energies 
and lives as well as money. 


T H E 
A U D A O IO U S 
T O R Y 
P R O G R A M M E 


It is stated that the English Conserva­ 
tives are about to spring upon the Liberals 
a new plan for the settlement of the Irish 
question, which will throw all Mr. Glad­ 
stone’s radical measures completely into 
the shade. 
W hat they contemplate is the 
establishment of a peasant proprietary in 
Ireland, and the buying out of the land­ 
lords by the Government. 
They calculate 
that the Liberals will be unable to object 
to this plan because they are already com­ 
mitted to the initial features of it, and 
they think that though it will demand the 
expenditure of a considerable sum—(the 
estimates range between $100,000,000 and 
$700,000,000) its popularity with the Irish 
masses will have so marked a pacifying 
influence as to recommend it also to the 
British public. As, however, it is believed 
that the Tories intend to look chiefly after 
the interests of the landlords, it is highly 
probable that they will not have gone far 
before they excite a new feeling of antag­ 
onism, 
especially 
among 
the English 
taxpayers who have lately come to the 
conclusion that the 
majority of the 
Irish landlords deserve but little sympathy 
as regards the reduction of their rents. 
What would become of the principles of 
the Conservative party when it had adopted 
so radical a programme does not perhaps 
trouble its leaders any more than the same 
question has troubled the Democratic party 
when it was about to adopt the measures 
of its opponents. 
But as the peasant pro­ 
prietary scheme can certainly not be con­ 
fined to Ireland, if it is once applied, it is 
difficult to perceive where the English 
landlords are henceforward to find their 
political support; the more especially since 
the extension of the borough and county 
suffrage must deprive them cf the power of 
representing their own tenants in Parlia­ 
ment, unless the tenants want them there 
very particularly. 
Altogether it is a 
strange scheme, and even if it succeeds it 
will leave the Tories in the position of a 
party which has at last reached power by 
the heroic process of abandoning every one 
of its former principles, and carrying the 
most radical of its opponents’ ideas to their 
uttermost conclusions.

The New York World appears to us to 
be talking a great deal of nonsense about 
the Latn3on case. 
It is quite hysterical 
because of its fear lest “ the English press 
“ may succeed in getting an insane man 
“ hanged in spite of or because of the 
“ fact that the question of his insanity 
“ was not properly brought before the 
“ English Court which tried and 
con- 
"demned him.” The World makes the 
further remark that “ in the United States 
“ men are not hanged on the impression 
“ which this or that person may entertain 
“ a3 to the propriety of hanging them, but 
“ upon evidence and upon evidence alone.” 
As the Turkish Pasha observed to Mr. 
Kinglake, “ What is this but Bosh ?" In 
the first place, the World's notion that even 
complete proof of Lamson’s insanity could 
justify his acquittal, is a preposterous no­ 
tion. 
A man who had as much method in 
his madness as this murderer, ought to be 
hanged in any event. 
In the second place, 
the World's brag about the application 
of the 
law 
in 
the 
United 
States 
is 
singularly 
unfortunate. 
For it is 
not a fact that men in this country 
are as a rule “ hanged upon evidence, and 
“ evidence alone.” Most frequently they 
arc acquitted in the teeth of the evidence. 
In the frontier regions they are often 
lynched in the absence of all legal evi­ 
dence. 
And it is perfectly notorious that 
there is no comparison, as regards prompt­ 
ness and rigor of penal administration, 
between the United States and England. 
After, and directly after, the Gniteau trial, 
moreover, we should think that American 
journals would naturally be somewhat 
chary of boasting abont our criminal prac­ 
tice. 
The truth, however, is that the 
Lamson ease has been taken up by the 
World much more for political effect than 
because it regards the murderer as entitled 
to sympathy. 
It is one of the worst mur­ 
ders on record, and it is to be hoped that 
the Homo Secretary will refuse to grant 
any further reprieve, but will suffer the 
execution to take place as appointed.

The Sacramento river last evening stood 
at the 20-foot 7-inch mark—a fall of 4 inches 
in the preceding twenty-four hours. 
The measles have broken out in the Prot­ 
estant Orphan Asylum. Twenty new cases 
were reported at that institution on Satur­ 
day last. 
The steamer Pioneer arrived yesterday 
from San Francisco. She had in tow the 
barge Thomas, laden with lumber for the 
Friend k Terry Company. 
Burglaries are becoming quite frequent in 
this city. The residences of Wm. Hook and 
James Henderson have both been burglarized, 
and the latter had considerable property 
stolen. 
The Odd Fellows at Galt will observe the 
sixty-third anniversary of Odd Fellowship in 
America by a grand celebration and picnic 
April 20th, to be held at the W iser grove, in 
the suburbs of the town. 
Fberle Ireland, a gentleman living nine 
miles east of Galt, was about to shoot a dog 
on Tuesday last, when the revolver was pre­ 
maturely discharged. The ball took effect in 
his leg, and was imbedded in the ligaments 
connecting the knee-pan with the shin bone. 
E. Comstock, of Comstock’s Grove, re­ 
turned from a trip up the river yesterday. 
He reports that the crop outlook never was 
better, and that all the farmers are happy in 
the thought that they are almost sure to be 
blessed this season with an unusually abund­ 
ant harvest. 
The new Board of Fire Commissioners of 
Galt met a few evenings since and organized. 
John Brewster was chosen Chairman, and 
Don Ilay, Secretary. The Board fixed and 
established the fire limits, and described the 
same by metes and bounds on the official 
map of the town. 
Yesterday morniDg mention was made of 
the stealing of some of the orphan contribu­ 
tion boxes. In the afternoon, in the alley at 
the rear of the Metropolitan Theater, a gen­ 
tleman found where the scoundrels had 
broken two of them open.

Charley Stubbs, a boy who resides with his 
parents about two miles beyond the County 
Hospital, fell from a windwill, on Saturday 
last, a distance of about fifteen feet and broke 
both the bones of his lower left arm, just 
above the wrist. 
He received immediate 
medical attention and is getting along nicely. 
The monster new locomotive recently con­ 
structed at the railroad shops in this city 
made a trial trip to Rocklin Sunday after­ 
noon. Attached to the locomotive was a pas­ 
senger coach containing Superintendent R. 
H. Pratt, Master Mechanic A. J. Stevens.

THE TEMPER AKCE REVIVAL. 
There was a large and very fine audience at 
'¿he Sixth-street M. E. Church last evening in 
attendance upon the second of the temperance 
revival meetings. Geo. B. Katzecstein pre­ 
sided, and Rev. J. Q. A. Henry offered prayer. 
Colonel Long, of Kentucky, was then intro­ 
duced, and Bpoke for an hour. He íb an elo­ 
quent speaker, has a ready command of lan­ 
guage, is graceful in his style, forcible in 
argument, witty and persuasive—in short, 
Colonel Long is quite the ideal temperance 
orator. Ho places temperance oratory upon 
a considerably higher plane, and invests a 
trite Bubject with new interest. The central 
thought of his lecture last evening concerned 
the responsibility of society on the liquor 
question. He had no harsh words for the 
liquor drinker, nor indeed was his severity 
leveled at liquor sellers or makers, so much 
as against society, that encourages, sustains 
and upholds a traffic he deems to be inimical 
to the best interests of his race. The whole 
trouble, he held, resides in our system of so­ 
ciety, which handicaps the great majority cf 
social customs with the imbibiDg of spiritu­ 
ous liquors. He held that the social drinking 
custom of the nation is its great bane. He 
claimed that it is the middle man who is re­ 
sponsible for the evils of intemperance, the 
man who claims to know when to Btop and 
ju3t how far to go, and whose influence leads 
to ruin the men who can’t stop, and who go 
too far. However, he concluded that this 
middle cI s b j is mistaken, from the fact that 
they do not know how far to go, nor just 
when to stop. It is a fatal mistake under 
which they labor. No man in all California 
could be found who, for any price, would 
agree to become a confirmed sot, and that 
give; the lie to the doctrine that every man 
has his price. He held that the man to blame 
of all others is he who can keep his stomach 
full of liquor and yet remain a pet of society, 
while poor Tom or Dick, who emulate his 
example, fail in the attempt, and falling into 
the gutter are treated as outcasts. As a sum­ 
ming up, he held moderate drinking to be the 
A B C of intemperance. 
Mrs. Emily Pitt-Stevens, Grand W orthy 
Vice-Templar of the Independent Order of 
Good Templars, was the second speaker. She 
took hold of her subject with both hat ds, 
and held it up to view, and gave it a local 
and personal application that earned a flutter 
in the audience. She claimed that society 
sanctioned the making of Raten mad with 
liquor on Sunday, that brought all the animal 
to the surface on Monday, and sent him cut 
to slay James Lansing on that day ; the same 
cause that led ex-Sheriff Maltby, of Yolo, a 
few days before, to go out into the woods and 
take his life to end his miseries. She spoke 
of the Order of Good Templars which she 
represented, and which is 18 000 strong in 
California, and said they’d be 20,000 strong 
before the close of the year. People sneered 
at it as being composed of common people. 
One lady had told her that the Order was 
doing a good work among the poor, was caring 
for the orphan, reclaiming the fallen, and 
saving youths from becoming drunkard., but 
Bhe couldn’t unite in the work because society 
did not favor i t ; she coulda’t afford to labor 
with common people, as she was one of the 
first cut. She wanted to tell all such that if 
they ever visit a sawmill they will find 
the “ first cut” is always a slab. She made 
a vigorous defense for the Order and its work ; 
that it debarred no man or womar, led 
none to crime or dishonor, had no knowledge 
of politics or religion, nut recognized men 
and women as human beings, whom to keep 
sober was better than make mad with liquor. 
As to the Sunday law, she favored giving 
temperance a chance one day in the week, 
and if it couldn’t have it, it was because of 
lack of moral strength in the community. 
When the community Í3 made strong enough 
not to be brow-beateD, it will enforce all laws 
for the protection of the homes of the people. 
That was what the temperance people want­ 
ed to do, to ssve the home from ruin. She 
concluded with a touching and pointed anec­ 
dote, illustrative of the republican spirit, the 
Catholic aim, and the democratic breadth 
and depth of the temperance platform. The 
next meeting will be held Wednesday even­ 
ing, when Colonel Long will give his idea of 
what is the best remedy for intemperance. 
LICENSED DEALERS’ MASS MEETING. 
A mass meeting of the Licensed Dealers’ 
Protective Association was held at the Court­ 
house last evening. None but members in 
good standing were allowed admittance. O ver 
three hundred members were present. The 
meeting was called by the Executive Com­ 
mittee for the purpose of informing the mem­ 
bership of the condition of the organization 
and to come to a thorough understanding as 
to how the coming political campaign ehould 
be conducted. The organization, of which 
the Sacramento branch i) the head center, 
represents three of the Congressional districts 
in this State. They have thoroughly organ­ 
ized in each county in those districts, and 
every town within their jurisdiction has 
taken some steps in this m atter and 
have a representation in their mem­ 
bership. 
Seventy-fiva letters from va­ 
rious 
localities, 
reporting 
progress 
and asking for instructions, were read. It 
was the unanimous expression of the meeting 
that they should maintain and increase their 
organization, and see to it that no man should 
ester the halls of legislation of California 
next terra who did not go there pledged to 
repeal the Sunday law. They claim that 
nothiug political shall influence them in elect­ 
ing the next Legislature ; politics shall be a 
secondary consideration, and none shall re­ 
ceive their support except those pledged to re­ 
peal the statute which they claim “ is wrong, 
is uot American law, is contrary to the rights 
of American citizenship, and is unconstitu­ 
tional.” The organization in the district re­ 
ferred to has a membership of 3,121. Thirty- 
nine new members were added last evening, 
making a total membership of 3,100. The 
Treasurer’s report shows §13,931 cash on 
hand. 
Resolutions were passed expressive of the 
Bense of the meeting toward all in the com­ 
munity who have given the Association a fair 
and impartial hearing and the claims it has 
made dispassionate consideration. 
Resolutions wero also passed compliment­ 
ing the attorney of the Association, Judge T. 
B. McFarland, of this city, for the able man­ 
ner in which he had conducted the cases and 
presented the constitutionality of the laws of 
the country. 
The reports of the Secretary, Treasurer and 
clerk of the Executive Committee, were all 
received, read, unanimously adopted, aad 
the thanks of the Association were tendered 
them for the efficient manner in which they 
bad performed their various duties. 
A vote of thanks and many flattering re­ 
marks, were tendered Joseph Goddard, the 
Secretary, fcr the laborious and valuable 
services he had rendered the organization 
from its inception.

tion.

Randall asked have to have the House vote upon 
an am endm ent fixing the term of suspension at 
fifteen years, but was m et with a storm of objections 
from the Republican side.

Then Springer and Kenna sprang to their feet, 
demanding as a m atter of justice th at Rice should 
be perm itted to sjieak against the measure, and a 
heated colloquy ensued between Kenna and the 
Speaker, as to whether Kenna had risen to parlia­ 
m entary inquiry, and as to his right to debate it.

This gentleman, noted on W all street as the 
man who has had Jay Gould down several 
limes, and on the turf as the owner of Fov- 
hall and other rscers, carne to New York 
from the Pacitic slope a few years ato. 
He 
is about 45 years of age, .shrewd, cool, ambi­ 
tious and bold. When be came to New York 
he had determined on “ cleaning out” Wall 
street, hut he was not very successful in this 
undertaking; in fact, Wall street got rather 
the better of him. In the big Western Union 
deal, when over 100,000 chares of stock were 
purchased, Gould and K^ene withdrew with 
spoils to the amount of £700,000, but id the 
division that followed Gould got the money, 
and Keene had to pocket his wrath. Then 
came the Atlantic and Pacific pool, in which 
Keene and Garrison were joined, atd to which 
Gould was admitted. Gould went West, and 
Keene and Garrison went in for themselves, 
but more stock was piled on them than they 
could carry, and Garrison sold out. 
Gould 
had been selling all the time they were pur­ 
chasing. This time Ku«sell Rage came in 
winner to the amount of £200,000, principally 
at Gould’s expense. 
Keene, however, had 
not unloaded in the transaction, and came out 
ahead. 
In the spring of 1878, Gould again 
went West. 
He was carrying 822,000.000 of 
Union Pacific at the time, and nearly all of 
it borrowed money. 
Keene got up a big 
scheme then. 
It was to make a dash on the 
market and send piices down with a run. 
Gould returned and 'found things in a fearful 
condition. 
He unloaded 40,000 shares cf 
stock, and but fer Sage coming to his assist­ 
ance, would have been co m p elled to leave 
Wall street. 
One of Keene's operations was 
getting into a deal on Union Pacific at 55 and 
selling at 05, making 8100,000. 
He is re­ 
carded as one of the lichest operators in New 
York.
